The reason xiven for this order 
fs that most of auch sisnbonrda are 
not securely suspended ant in. times 
of typhoons or storms: thelr fasten- 
ings tire Hable to give way and thus 
the heavy boards may drop, per- 
haps on tothe heads of wsuepeet - 
ing pedestrians,
